cussed by offledals inthe Michigan 
Department of Social Services that 
would transfer the responsibility: of 
providing education for the approx 
mately 1,500 delinquent and troubled 
youths iis taining conters to the gehool 
districts where the centers are located, 

Reynolds said the question appears 
to be whether the 19 school systenis 
Where ihe 26 state-operated and pri- 
vately contracted centers are located 
will be hold Hnanelally responsible to 
provide educational services at the 
Various COnters, 


“We will exhaust every logal ave- 
hue before we will allow Shawono 
Center youths to attend school ia 
Grayling,” he sald, 

Ii is prgjected that DSS will spend 
approximately $13,900,000 for the 
education of youth residing in boil the 
state and privately owned centers this 
year, Reynolds said transtorrng this 
Nhranchal responsibility tow Ray school 
listrictsis against dhe Headlee Amend: 
ment which provides that suite man: 
dated programs initated afer 1978 
must bo paid for by the sta. ‘The 
auniondinent also protects against the 
reduction of financial support for state 
Mandated programs in place prior to 
1978, 

“The state has violated the Headlee 
Amendment before and it will proba: 
bly do it again unless the courts en- 
force the constitution,” he said.

departments throughout the state. 
Brooks said about one-third will go to 
the Upper Peninsula with the state 
keeping three or four to replace some 
of its own fire fighting equipment. 
The remaining two-thirds will be di- 
vided between fire departments, with 
northern and southern Michigan cach 
receiving one-third. ‘The Grayling City 
and Township Fire Dept. will receive 
onc of the vehicles, 

Brooks said recipients of this equip- 
mentcan modify the equipment to suil 
their nceds as long as it is keptin good 
repair, is used only for fire fighting, 
and the departments agree to a mutual 
aid agreement with the state of Michi- 
gan. This agrecment asks that local 
fire departments stand ready to help 
State fire fighters when needed and 
makes state firemen available to local 
departments. 

The state of Michigan retains title to 
the vehicles and carries the insurance. 
Local fire departments are required to 
reimburse the state for this insurance.

“This is the first step in our goal of 
achieving Advanced Life Support for 
the sick and injured in our area,” said 
Mike Kampling, manager of North 
Flight Grayling. 

Kampling explained that North 
Flight hired three full-time paramed- 
ics when the ambulance began opera- 
tions in Grayling last May. He said 
upgrading to Limited Advanced Life 
Support from Basic Life Support in- 
volved Mercy Hospital setting up in- 
travenous (1. V.) boxes, purchasing ad- 
vanced airway cquipment, installing a 
cardiac monitor in the ambulances, 
passing a state inspection and being 
licensed Limited Advanced by the 
Michigan Dept. of Public Health. Ad- 
vanced Limited Life Support services 
began on Friday, July 26. 


“The Crawford County Medical Au- 
thority had to approve the change as 
well,” said Kampling, “which they 
did.” 

“Limited Advance Life Support will 
mean Critical and very ill paticnis now 
have the advantage of advanced air- 
way management prior to arrival at the 
hospital,” explained Kampling. “I. V.s 


posed, stating that the system will be 
better than what county residents had 
prior to E-9-1-1, 

Riley said he also opposes any ex- 
pansion of E-9-t-] at this time, 

Untl additional staff can be hired, 
Akers said he will be keeping the data 
base current as well as directing op- 
crations for central dispatch and E-9- 
1-1, 

At the conclusion of Taylor's rec- 
ommendation, he resigned from his 
positions as Crawford County Emer- 
gency Planning Committee Coordi- 
nator and Crawford County Coordi- 
nator of E-9-1-1, stating that his years 
of service to the county were enjoy- 
able, but that, ‘It’s time for HT to do 
other things. It’s time to move on.” 

Taylor served as director of cmer- 
gency management for 20 ycars and 
accepted the F-9- 1-1 coordinator’ s po- 
sition when Ed Holtcamp resigned 
carlier this year. His resignation is ef- 
fective “on the date that Central Dis- 
patch attains the capability of answer- 
ing an Enhanced 9-1-1 call or Septem- 
ber 30, 1991, whichever comes first.”

Operating costs (salarics, energy, 
insurance, postage, supplies, ctc.)

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Re-Survey Clears Way For Continued 
Medicare Participation By Mercy Hospital 


Mercy Hospital wilt continue to 
provide Medicare services following 
a re-survey of the hospital on Friday, 
August 16, by a team from the 
Michigan Departmentof Public Health 
(MDPH). 

The re-survey was conducted as a 
follow-up to recommendations made 
by another MDPH survey team in May 
1991, and to verify that Mercy Hospital 
had implemented the corrective action 
plan approved by the MDPH and the 
Health Care Financing Administration 
(HCFA). HCFA, a federal regulatory 
agency, had placed Mercy Hospital on 
notice that some items had to be 
corrected in order to continue its 


Medicare participation, said Noreen 
Davis, Vice President of Operations 
and Patient Care Services. 

“AH the items of noncompliance 
that we cited previously have all been 
corrected,” said Marjorie Chaliberg, 
MDPH Nursing Consultant. 


“Those areas previously cited related 
to environmental quality and infection 
control have been satisfactorily 
corrected since the May survey,” added 
Curtis Wolf, Registered Sanitarian 
with the MDPH. 

Both Challberg and Wolf were 
members of the MDPH team that re- 


surveyed the hospital. 

“MDPH will send the report of the 
re-survey to HCFA for their decision 
on Mercy’s Medicare participation,” 
Davis noted. 


There-survey is important to Mercy 
Hospital as HCFA has threatened to 
withdraw Mercy’s participation in the 
Medicare program. However, HCFA 
has stated that Mercy’s Medicare status 
would not change and ils participation 
in the Medicare program will continue 
when all noted items are in compliance 
and “verified by the State agency 
(MDPRH) priorto the termination date.”

Money Owed Social security May 


SSS 


Be Deaucied From Tax Redunds 


People who owe money to Social 
Sccurity as a result of Social Security 
bdenefitoverpayments, should beaware 
that a new rule authorizes the Internal 
Revenue Service to deduct what is 
owed from their Federal income tax 
refunds. 

As part of the Omnibus Budget 
Reconciliation Act of 1990, Congress 
gave Social Security (SSA) this avenue 
for recovering overpayments from 
individuals who are no longerreceiving 
benefits, and who are delinquent in 
repaying their debt. 

When pcople receiving benefits 
become overpaid, SSA generally 
deducts the overpayment from future 
checks. However, for people no longer 
on the rolls, the agency can only request 
voluntary repayment, or wail until the 
person again becomes entitled to 
benefits before recovery can take place. 

Under the new law, known as the 
Tax Refund Offset provision, SSA 
will send notices beginning in August 
to former beneficiaries who have not 
repaid overpayments to provide them 
an opportunity to arrange for

If no response is 
received, SSA will notify the Internal 
Revenue Service (IRS) to withhold 
the amount owed from any Federal 
income tax refunds duc the individuals. 


Of the approximatcly 300,000 
former beneficiaries who will be 
contacted for tax refund offset, about 
75 percent are former student 
bencficiaries. SSA expects to recover 
$47 million in fiscal year 1992, and 
again in 1993 through this special 
authority. All monies recovered will 
be retumed to the Social Security Trust 
Funds.

Michigai’ S elk 
disappeared in the 18708. Podayis 
herd datcs from areintroductuion which 
took place in 1918. These seven 
western elk produced a population of 
about 1500in the 1960s, allowing two 
limited hunts. In the early 1970s, 
increases in human disturbances, 
habitat loss, and poaching Iced to a 
drastic decline to about 200 cik by 
1975. These ends were reversed and 
in a period of only ten years, an clk 
population sufficient to support 
managed sport hunting was 
established. 

Today’s management goals strive 
fora winter herd of 850 elk. This is an 
optimum number to control habitat 
and crop damage, provide viewing 
opportuniues for interested persons, 
and to also allow for a continued elk 
harvest. 

This year, 155 elk licenses will be 
issued. Fifty-seven will be Huntcr’s 
Choice, the remainder will be good for 
antlerless elk only. The season will be 
December J0-17 in portions of

Sewer shall mean a pipe or conduit for carrying sewage.

Trunk Line. The main sewer tine located under any street or within any

3-2. Inspection and Sampling. 
The Superintendent shall inspect the facilities of any user to 
ascertain whether ‘the purpose of this Ordinance is being met and ail 


requirements are being complied with. Persons or occupants of premises 
where wastewater is created or discharged shall aliow the Superintendent or 
his/her representatives ready access ot all reasonable times to all parts of 
the premises for the purposes of inspection, sampling, records examination, 
records copying or performing any of their duties. The City, Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources and EPA shalt have the right to set up on 
the users property such devices as are necessary to conduct sampling 
inspections, compliance monitoring and/or metering operations. Where a user 
has security measures in force which would require proper identification and 
clearance before entry into their premises, the user shall make necessary 
arrangements with their security guards so that upon presentation of 
suitable identification, personnel from the City, Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources and EPA will be permitted to enter, without delay, for the 
purposes of performing their specific responsibilities. 


33. Pretreatment Requirements; Publication of Users Not_in Compliance.

3-4. Confidentiot information. 

information and data on a user obtained from reports, questionnaires, 
permit applications, permits and monitoring programs and from inspections 
shall be available to the public or other governmental agency without 
restriction unless the user specifically requests and is able to demonstrate to 
the satisfaction of the City that the release of such information would 
divulge information, processes or methods of production entitled to protection 
as trade secrets of the user and the information or documents are exempt 
from disclosure under the Michigan Freedom of Information Act. 


When requested by the person furnishing a report, the portion of a 
report which might disclose trade secrets or secret processes shall not be 
made available for inspection by the public if the report is exempt from 
disclosure under the Michigan Freedom of Information Act, but shall be made 
available upon written request to governmental agencies for uses related to 
this Ordinance, the National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) 
Permit, or the Pretreatment Programs; provided, however, that such 
portions of a report shall be avaitable for use by the State or any state 
agency in judicial review or enforcement proceedings involving the person 
furnishing the report. Wastewater constituents and characteristics will not 
be recognized as confidential information. 


ARTICLE IV 
. Private Sewage Disposal 


4-1, Requirements and Conditions. 


{a) Where a public sewer is not available as described in 
Article Hl, Section 2-1, the building sewer shail be 
connected to an approved private sewage disposal system.

ARTICLE V 
Sewer Connections; Permit Required: Duty to Maintain 


5-1. No Connection Without Permit 


No person shalt make any connections with or opening into, use, alter 
or disturb any public sewer or the POTW, without first obtaining a written 
permit from the Superintendent. No sewer shall be covered until after it 
has been inspected and approved by the Superintendent. 

5-2. Permit Procedure 

The owner or his agent shall make application for a sewer permit on a 
form furnished by the City. The permit application shall be supplemented 
by any plans, specifications. or other information required by this Ordinance 
or considered pertinent in the judgment of the Superintendent. A hook-up 
fee which shall be set from time to time by the City Council shall be paid to 
the City Treasurer at the time the application is filed. A plumbing permit is 
also required. If a street opening is required to make the lead connection, 
an additional attachment to the permit must be completed. All sewer taps 
will be to the property fine only. 


to Clean, Maintain, and Repair 


Al) costs, expenses and fiabilities incident to the installation and 
connection of the building sewer to the public sewer shall be borne by the 
property owner. The property owner shall indemnify and save harmless the 
City from any loss or damage that may directly or indirectly be occasioned 
by the installation of the building sewer.

Costs, Indemnification, Responsibili 


it shall be the duty of each property owner to maintain, 
clean and repair private sewer fines and laterals serving © 
said property at his own expense as needed to keep said 
lines free and clear of obstruction and im good working 
order. : 


(b) tt shall be the duty of the City to maintain, clean and 
gepair a$ needed, at City expense, all trunk sewer fines. 
The City shall not be responsible for cleaning, repair or 
maintenance of private sewers or laterals serving individual 
properties. 


If any property owner fails to maintain a private sewer line 
or Jateral as required by this Ordinance, in addition to the 
other penalties prescribed, the sewer may be declared a 
public nuisance by the City and the defect may be 
corrected by the City. Any costs so incurred by the City 
shall be assessed against the property and become a lien on 
the property if not paid within 90 days.

A separate and independent building sewer shall be provided for 
every building, the exception being if one building stands at the rear of 
is available or can be

9-S, Old Building Sewers 


Old building sewers may be used in connection with new buildings 
only when they are found, on examination and test by the supsrintendent, 
to meet all requirements of this article. 


5-6. Building Sewer - Requirements 
(a) The building sewer shall be constructed in accordance with 
procedures and materials approved by the Superintendent. 
(b) The size and slope of the building sewer shall be subject to 


approval by the Superintendent, but in no event shall the 
diameter be fess than four (4) inches. The stope of such 
four (4) inch pipe shall not be jess than ane-quarter (1/4) 


inch per foot, unless otherwise permitted. The slope of 
pipe, the diameter of which is six (6) inches or more, shail 
be not less than one-eighth (1/8) inch per foot unless 
otherwise permitted. 

Whenever possible, the building sewer shail be brought to 
the building at an elevation below the basement floor. No 
building sewer shall be laid parallel to or within three (3)} 
feet of any bearing wall, which might thereby be weakened. 
The depth shall be sufficient to afford protection from 
frost. The building sewer shall be laid at uniform grade. 
The line shall be straight or laid with properly curved pipe 
and fittings. Changes in direction greater than forty-five 
(45) degrees shall be provided with cleaneuts accessible for 
cleaning.

(d) tn all buildings in which any building drain is too low to 
permit gravity flow to the public sewer, sanitary sewage 
carried by such drain shall be lifted by artificial means 
approved by the Superintendent, and discharged to the 
building sewer.

ARTICLE Vt 
Use of the Public Sewers 


6-1. General Discharge Prohibitions. 
No user shall contribute or cause to be contributed, directly or 
indirectly, any pollutant or wastewater which will interfere with the 


operation or performance of the POTW. These general prohibitions apply to 
all such users whether or not the user is subject to the National Categorical 


Pretreatment Standards or any other national, state, or locat Pretreatment 
Standards or requirements. The City shall refuse to accept any wastes 
which will cause the POTW to violate its NPDES discharge limits. A user 
may not contribute the following substances to the POTW: 

(a) Any liquids, solids or gases which by reason of their 
nature and quantity are, or may be, sufficient either alone 
or by interaction with other substances to cause fire or 
explosion or be injurious in any other way to the POTW or 
to the operation of the POTW. Prohibited materials include, 
but are not limited to, gasoline, kerosene, naphtha, 
benzene, toluene, xylene, ethers, alcohols, katones, 
aldehydes, peroxides, chlorates, perchlorates, bromates, 
carbides, hydrides and sulfides. 
fb) Solid or viscous substances which may cause obstruction to 
the flow in a sewer or other interference with the operation 
of the wastewater treatment facilities such as, but not 
limited to: grease, garbage with particles greater than 
one-half inch (1/2") in any dimension, animal guts or 
tissues, paunch manure, bones, hair, hides or fleshings, 
entrails, whole blood, feathers, ashes, cinders, sand, spent 
lime, stone or mardle dust, metal, glass, straw, shavings, 
grass clippings, rags, spent grains, spent hops, waste 
paper, wood, plastics, gas, tar, asphalt residues, residues 
from refining, or processing of fuel or lubricating oil, mud, 
or glass grinding or polishing wastes. 

(c) Any wastewater having a pH less than 6.5 or greater than 
9.5, or wastewater having any other corrosive property 
capable of causing damage or hazard to structures, 
equipment, or personnel of the POTW. 

(d) Any wastewater containing toxic pollutants in sufficient 
quantity, either singly or by interaction with other 
pollutants, to injure or interfere with any wastewater 
treatment process, constitute a hazard to humans = or 
animals, create a toxic affect in the receiving waters of the 
POTW, or exceed the limitation set forth in a Categorical 
Pretreatment Standard. This prohibition of toxic pollutants 
will conform to Section 307(a) of the Clean Water Act, as 
amended, 

(e) Any noxious or malodorous liquids, gases, or solids which 
either singly or by interaction with other wastes are 
sufficient to create a public nuisance or hazard to life or 
are sufficient to prevent entry into the sewers for 
maintenance and repair. 

Any substance which may cause the POTW's effluent or any 
other product of the POTW such as residues, sludges, or 
scums, to be unsuitable for reclamation and reuse or to 
interfere with the reclamation process or with the spray 
irrigation and land application process. 

Any substance which will cause the POTW to violate its 
NPDES Permit or the receiving water quality standards or 
spray irrigation and land application requirements or 
standards.

(h) Any wastewater with objectionable color not removed in the 
treatment process, such as, but not limited to, dye wastes 
and vegetable tanning solutions. 

(i) Any wastewater having a temperature which will inhibit 
biological activity in the POTW resulting in Interference, 
but in no case wastewater with a temperature at the 
introduction into the POTW which exceeds 40 C(104 F), 

(j} Any pollutants, including oxygen demanding pollutants 
(BOD, etc.) released at a flow rate and/or pollutant 
concentration which will cause Interference to the POTW. 
{k) Any wastewater containing any radioactive wastes or 
isotopes of such halflife or concentration as may exceed 
limits established by the Manager in compliance with 
applicable state or federal regulations. 


(1) Any wastewater which causes a hazard to human life. 

(m} Any unpelluted water including, but not limited to storm 
water, groundwater, roof water, or noncontact cooling 
water, 

(mn) Any waters or wastes containing suspended solids or any 


constituent of such character and quantity that unusual 

attention or expense is required to handle such materials at 

the POTW. 
{o) Any waste from individual sewage disposal systams except 
at the POTW Treatment Plant as provided in Article Vil 
except that waste from any individual sewage disposal 
system may be disposed of directly into a sanitary sewer 
upon entering into an agreement with the City, which 
agreement shall specify the site of disposal, sewage disposal 
charge and such other conditions as may be required to 
satisfy the sanitation and health requirements of the City. 
For the purpose of this subsection, “individual sewage 
disposal system" is defined to jnclude every means of 
disposing of industrial, commercial, household, domestic or 
other water-carried sanitary waste or sawage other than a 
public sanitary sewer. 
{p) Any sludge, precipitate or congealed substances resulting 
from an industrial or commercial process, or resulting from 
the pretreatment of wastewater or air pollutants. 


6-2. Specific Pollutant Limitations; Rejection; Pretreatment, Costs. 


No person shall discharge wastewater containing in excess of: 


{a} 250 mg/i BOD 

(b) 400 mg/! COD 

(c) 250 mg/! suspended solids 

(d) 50 mg/l fats, oils and grease 
(a) 40 mg/I total kjeldah! nitrogen 
(f) 13 mg/! phosphorus 


without receiving prier written permission from the City. Nor shall any 
person discharge any pollutant listed in the Michigan Water Resources 
Commission Critical Materials Register or the U.S. EPA priority pollutant list 
az issued from time to time. 


If any waters are discharged or are proposed to be discharged to the 
public sewers, which waters contain the substances or possess the 
Characteristics enumerated above, or which in the judgment of the 
Superintendent may have a deleterious effect upon the POTW, processes,

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equipment, or receiving waters, ground waters, or which otherwise create a 
hazard to life or constitute a public nuisance, the City may: 


(a) Reject the wastes. 

(b) Require pretreatment to the level defined as "Normal 
Domestic Sewage.” 

(c) Require control over the quantities and rates of discharge. 

(d) Require payment to cover the added cost of handling and 
treating the wastes not covered by standard sewer charges. 

(e) Require new industrial customers or industries with 
significant changes in strength or flow to submit prior 


information to the City concerning the proposed flows. 


if the City permits the pretreatment or equalization of waste flows, 
the design and installation of the plant and equipment shall be subject to the 


review and approval of the Superintendent and shall be subject to the 
requirements of all applicable codes, ordinances and laws.

Upon the promulgation of the National Categorical Pretreatment 
Standards for a particular subcategory, the Pretreatment Standard, if more 


stringent than limitations imposed under this Ordinance for sources in that 
subcategory, shall immediately supersede the fimitations imposed under this 
Ordinance and shail be considered part of this Ordinance The Manager 
shall notify all affected users of the applicable reporting requirements. 
6-4. State Requirements. 

State requirements and limitations on discharges shall apply in any 
case where they are more stringent than federal requirements and timitations 
or those contained in this Ordinance. 


6-5. Right of Revision. 


The City reserves the right to establish more stringent limitations or 


requirements on discharges to the wastewater disposal system if deemed 
necessary. 
6-6. Discharge of Stormwater Prohibited. 


No user shall discharge or cause to be discharged any storm water, 
surface water, groundwater, water from footing drains, or roof water to any 
sanitary sewer or sewer connection. Any premise connected to a storm 
sewer shall comply with county, state and federal requirements as well as 
those of the City.

Storm water, groundwater and ali other unpolluted drainage shall be 
discharged to such sewers as are specifically designed as combined sewers or 
storm sewers.

6-7. Grease, Oi] and Sand interceptors. 


Grease, oi! and sand interceptors shall be provided when in the 
opinion of the Superintendent they are necessary for the proper handling of 
liquid wastes containing grease in excessive amounts or any flammable 
wastes, sand and other harmful ingredients; except that such interceptors 
shall not be required for private living quarters or dwelling units. All 
interceptors shall be focated as to be readily and easily accessible for 
cleaning and inspection. Grease and ol! interceptors shatl be constructed of 
impervious material capable of withstanding abrupt and extreme changes in 
temperature. They shall be of substantial construction, watertight and 
equipped with easily removable covers, which when bolted in place shall be 
gastight and watertight. When installed, all grease, oil and = sand 
interceptors or flow equalizing facilities shall be maintained by the owner, at 
his expense, in continuously efficient operation at all times. 


6-8, Preliminary Treatment For Certain Discharges. 


Before the discharge into the POTW of any waters or wastes 
containing: 
(a) The characteristics described in Section 6-2, or 


(b} An average daily flow greater than two percent (2%) of the 
average daily sewage flow of the POTW, or having a rate of 
flow (gallons per day) greater than ten percent (10%} of 
the average daily flow for a period of one (1) hour or 
more, 


The Superintendent may require the user, at his or her expense, to 
provide such preliminary treatment as may be necessary to reduce 
objectionable characteristics of constituents to within the maximum limits 
provided for in Article Vi, Section 6-2, or to control the quantities and 
rates of discharge of such waters or wastes. 


Additional Charges for Certain Discharges. 


Where the strength of sewage from an industrial, commercial, 
governmental or institutional establishment exceeds the parameters specified 
in Sections 6-2 and 6-8, and where such wastes are permitted to be 
discharged to the sewer system by the Superintendent, an added charge, as 
set forth in Article Xil, will be made against the user according to the 
strength of such wastes.

6-10. Control and Monitoring Manhole. 
When required by the City, the owner of any property serviced by a 


building sewer carrying industrial or commercial wastes shall install a 
suitable control manhole together with such necessary meters and other 
appurtenances in the building sewer to facilitate observation, sampling and 
measurement of the water. Such manhole, when required, shail be accessible 
and safely located and shali be constructed in accordance with plans 
spproved by the Superintendent. The manhole shali be installed by the 
owner at his expense and shall be maintained by the owner so as to be safe 
and accessible at all times. 


6-11. Measurement Standards. 


All measurements, tests, and analyses of the characteristics of waters 
and wastes to which reference is made in this Ordinance shall be determined 
in accordance with the most recent edition of "Standard Methods for the 
Examination of Water and Sewage," and shall be determined at the control 
manhole provided for, or upon suitable samples taken at said control 
manhole. In the event that no special manhole has been required, the

the public sewer to the point at which the building sewer is connected.

limitation developed by the City or state. Dilution may be an acceptable 
means of complying with certain of the prohibitions set forth in Article VI 
Section 6-1, upon prior written approval of the Superintendent.

6-14. Accidental Discharge. 


When required by the City, a user shall provide protection from 
accidental discharge of prohibited materials or other substances regulated by 
this Ordinance. Facilities to prevent accidental discharge or prohibited 
materials shall be provided and maintained at the owners or users own cost 
and expense. Patailed plans showing facilities and operating procedures to 
provide this protection shall be submitted to the Superintendent for review, 
and shali be approved by the Superintendent before construction of the 
facility. (f required by the City, a user who commences contribution to the 
POTW after the effective date of this Ordinance shall not be parmitted to 
introduce pollutants into the system until accidental discharge procedures 
have been approved by the City.

The Manager and other duly authorized employees of the City bearing 
proper identification, shall be permitted to enter upon premises discharging 
to the POTW as may be necessary for the purposes of inspection, 
observation, measurement, sampling and testing in accordance with 
provisions of this ordinance. If a user refuses to grant entry, the manager 
may seek an administrative warrant for an inspection from any court 
authorized to issue search warrants. {n an emergency which creates an 
immediate and substantial danger to persons or property, the premises may 
be inspected without permission or 38 warrant.

Enforcement Orders 


11-1. Authority of Superintendent

Such order shall have immediate effect where 
the actual or threatened discharge to the system presents, or 
may present, imminent or substantial endangerment tc the health 


or welfare of persons, to the envirorment, or causes 
interference with the operation of the POTW {f action is not 
taken immediately to correct the discharge, the Superintendent 
will implement whatever action is necessary to halt said 
discharge, including termination of service Any penalties, 
fines, expenses or losses incurred as applicable will be assessed 


through provisions of Section 12-2(b). 
(b) Order to Appear and Show Cause. 


In’ cases other than those defined above, the 
Superintendent may issue an Order to Appear and Show Cause at 
a hearing held to determine why an Order to Cease and Desist 
by a certain time and date should not be issued. The proposed 
time for remedial action shall be specified in the Order to Show 
Cause. Such Order may also contain such conditions deemed 
appropriate by the Superintendent. 
11-2. Ser ‘se of Order 
The Order to Appear and Show Cause shall be seryed upon the user 
by personal service, or in tieu thereof by certified mail, return receipt 
requested, to the user's last known address. 
11-3. Hearing Procedures 
The hearing shall be conducted by the city manager or a hearing 
officer appointed by him, who shall render a written decision determining 
whether the users service shall be terminated and stating reasons therefore. 
Admissibility of evidence at the hearing shall be within the discretion of the 
manager or officer. 


The user shall be entitled to be represented at the hearing in pe:son 
or by an attorney at his own expense and shall be entitled te examine 
witnesses for the city and present evidence on his own behalf. A record 
shall be made of the proceedings, but such record need not be verbatim.

The user whose service is terminated without prior hearing under 
subsection 11-la), above, may request such a hearing as described in 
subsection 11-3 above, to permit him to show why his service should not 
have been terminated and should be resumed. Such requests shall be 
granted, but service will not be resumed unless so ordered by the city 
manager or hearing officer.
